«Bp. Lamont gets 
10 years for aiding 
- Rhodesian terrorists 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia (NC)—Bishop Donal 
Lamont of Umtali, Rhodesia, has been sentenced 
to 10 years imprisonment for failing to report the 
presence of terrorists and for inviting others to do 

“phe same. 
Bishop Lamont has said he will appeal. He is 
_ free pending the appeal. 

IN A LENGTHY statement made during the 
trial, the 65-year-old Carmelite bishop told the 
Umtali Regional Magistrates’ Court that he had 
defied Rhodesia’s Law and Order Maintenance 
Act “‘because I, like many of my colleagues, 
cannot reconcile my Christian principles with the 
racist legislation in Rhodesia.’’ 

Learning of the sentence Pope Paul told 
thousands in St. Peter’s Square Oct. 3 that the 

ggsentencing of Bishop Lamont personally wounded 
the Pope and the Church. 

In his Sunday noontime talk, the pontiff called 

‘the bishop an ‘‘intrepid defender of the human 
rights of equality and brotherhood in a nation 

' where the black majority is still subject to 
discrimination by whites.”’ 


THE INCIDENTS which led Rhodesian author- 
ities to indict Bishop Lamont occurred when 
guerrillas seeking the overthrow of the country’s 
white minority government threatened to destroy 
the Avila mission, 18 miles from Rhodesia’s 
eastern border with Mozambique, if the staff did 
- Mt provide more medical supplies, cameras, tape 
recorders, watches and clothing. 


“I now faced the real threat of having to close 
down all Church institutions and facilities in the 
diocese if I decided to report terrorists in the 
area,’’ Bishop Lamont told the court. 

‘The good of the Church had to be preserved at 
all costs,’’ he continued, ‘‘along with the lives of 

innocent villagers and the mission staff. This 
convinced me I had no.alternative but to take full 
responsibility for my actions and break the law.’’

WASHINGTON (NC) — Large 
majorities in both houses of Con- 
gress overrode a presidential veto of 
a bill which cut off funds for welfare 
abortions—but two federal court 
judges acting independently banned 
government enforcement of the 
anti-abortion measure. 


Acting in response to a request by 
the New York City Health and 
Hospitals Corporation, U.S. District 
Court Judge John F. Dooling signed 
a temporary restraining order (Oct. 
1) forbidding the cutoff from taking 
effect. 


THAT ACTION was matched by a 
similar ruling by Judge Joseph C. 
Waddy here in Washington. 


The restraining orders marked 
another turn in the up and down 
fortunes of what began as an 
anti-abortion amendment authored 
by Rep. Henry Hyde of Illinois to an 
appropriations bill. 

The entire bill had fallen to a veto 


two days earlier, only to be revived 
the next day by a decisive override

Altogether. it can be estimated that at least $20,000 has 
been spent on education and training by the time a man is 
ordained for the priesthood over a period of eight years. 


HOWEVER, THE seminary has received in recent years, a 
steady number of men who had completed undergraduate 
studies and then wished to enter training for the priesthood. 
They spend at least one year at St. Francis Seminary before 


Father Purcell said there are approximately 50 men at 
various stages of training towards the priesthood in the 
diocese. Of these more than half are presently at St. Francis. 


During their period at the seminary the students live to a 
“rule of life’’ which ‘‘best fosters an atmosphere of Christian 
love within the community and which clarifies the 
expectations of each member,’’ according to the official

Church and politics 


The Church cannot endorse specific economic 
and political programs, but it must examine the 
motivation, goals and means of such programs. 
Concrete economic or political solutions cannot 
be proposed in the name of the gospel. 


It is not the place of the Church or Church 
movements with a social scope to line up for or 
against programs which can be legitimately 
judged in different ways by Christians. True 
pluralism of options and temporal choices 
compatible with gospel principles must be 
respected. 


But such pluralism of options does not mean 
that the Church must divorce itself from the 
political or economic spheres. The gospel is not 
indifferent to motivations, means or ends in 
these spheres. The Church must support the 
poorest, the weakest, the most marginal and 
exploited in society; foster respect for human 
life in all. its stages; support priority for the 
person over economic interests; provide a 
conception of political activity as a service 
rather than a power; and promote universal 
possession of the goods of the earth and a ban 
on allowing a minority to hoard them to the 
detriment of others.—To the International 
Apostolate of Independent Social Classes 


Spiritual and material hungers 


Christians must satisfy both the material and 
spiritual hungers of men just as Jesus did. The 
tasks of spreading the gospel and advancing 
material welfare of men have sometimes been 
seen as radically opposed. But we emphasize 


the complementarity between these two 


fundamental forms of our activity. 


Christ understood human needs. But these 
needs are not only earthly and economic. 
Catholics who ignore the higher goal of man, 
that of transcendent satisfaction of hunger with 
the word of God, are to be criticized. But so are 
those who consider religion an opium of the 
people which distracts them from the search for

A time to keep

_A retreat-like convention 


It was a refreshing change, last week, to join the 
editors and staffs of other western Catholic 
newspapers in our regional convention held at the 
Franciscan San Damiano retreat center, Danville, 
east of Oakland. The usual hotel atmosphere which 
predominates on these occasions gave way to a 
more reflective mood which resulted in a much 
more prayerful and rewarding exchange of views. 


We were in the diocese and territory of one of the 
greatest boosters of the Catholic press, Bishop 
Floyd Begin of Oakland who celebrated one of our 
Masses and gave us a presentation on why he 
believes implicitly in a Catholic diocesan 
newspaper. His diocese has a ‘‘total cover’’ plan by 
which all parishioners in all parishes receive the 
paper, as a mandate from the bishop. 


Adult education medium 

Bishop Begin said: ‘‘The greatest consistent 
means of Catholic adult education is the diocesan 
press.’’ He pointed out that in television and radio 
there is no control over the content or presentation. 
‘Things that are written in the Catholic newspaper 
stay put,’’ he said, ‘‘to be looked at again and 
again.’’ 

“It is a very vital part of our adult education and 
it meets the needs of the day for everyone,’’ the 
Oakland bishop maintained. ‘I cannot conceive of 
running a diocese without one.’’ 


Bishop Begin told Catholic editors they are 
““given a commission to teach divine truth, with the 
faculties to teach.’’ He said he looks upon the 
paper ‘as an avenue of truth to the people of God. 
If we don’t make an effort to get the paper into all 
our homes—and in non-Catholic places too—we 
miss a vital part of our apostolate.’’ 


Secular test 

In our discussions it became clear, again, that 
while we have to provide a medium of news 
comparable in techniques with the secular media, 
we Catholic newspaper editors have to remember 
our pastoral role in providing information that is of 
positive good to the faith, without falling error to 
the super-negativism so prevalent in most media. 


There is always the danger that in an effort to 
remain positive there may be a tendency to create a 
credibility gap by never allowing a word. of 
dissenting views, of that pluralism which marks 
everything in life today. On the other hand, there is 
also the trap—into which some famous papers 
fall—of covering mainly the negative aspects of 
life, in the Church and out of it, to the extent that 
you erode the very structure of faith. 


Bishops are dissenters 


On the question of dissent, it was Bishop Mark 
Hurley, of Santa Rosa, who told our regional press 
meeting, that the bishops of the United States are 
not given credit for being dissenters in an age when 
dissent almost is the religion of the liberals. ‘’Who 
are leading dissent against the destruction of 
human life,’’ he asked, ‘‘but the bishops2’’ It is the 
bishops who most vehemently oppose the 
government policies which do not respect life, 
which further oppress the poor and neglect the 


neglected, he pointed out. ‘Yet they are not given 
credit for being dissenters.’’ They are cast as 
diehard reactionaries. 


Discrimination against Catholics 

Father Virgil Blum, SJ, the vociferous, energetic 
leader of the Catholic League movement which 
fights discrimination in all forms, and particularly 


against Catholics, gave some illuminating figures. 


to our conference to illustrate his point. He said 
that Catholics are by no means treated equally in 
American society, giving as an instance the case 
of lawyers in the state of New York. 


Taking Polish and Italian names to represent a 
Catholic background, the Catholic League has 
found that out of 4,856 partners of 140 listed law 
firms only. 113 have Italian surnames and only 35 
have Polish surnames. This makes the ratio 1 in 43 
for the Italians and 1 in 137 for the Polish, in an 
area of the country where both rate considerably 
higher in terms of actual numbers. 


At Harvard law school, he said, there has been @y 


only one Catholic out of 85 faculty members. 
Catholics are represented by only six per cent 
among the senior officers of banks. Catholics 
comprise 24 per cent of the nation’s population but 
only 14 per cent of executive officers are Catholics. 


‘The six million Jews in the U.S. have far more 
influence than the 49 million Catholics here,’’ said 
Father Blum. ‘‘The American society is an ‘interest 
group’ democracy, and we can no longer afford to 
be remiss in making our presence felt.’’ 


Father Blum feels that too many Catholics still 
take the view that anything relating to their 
religious beliefs is a matter for the bishops to worry 


about. While Catholics will be quite vocal in secular @ 


matters, when it comes to moral or other matters of 
faith in everyday life, they tend to say: ‘/That’s not 
my problem. It’s the bishops’ problem.”’ Then, of 
course, when the bishops speak out, they are 
accused of ‘‘getting involved in politics.’’ 


Are we ashamed? : 

There is certainly a tendency for Catholics to hide 
their faith under a bushel basket. How many men 
and women, ambitious to rise in their companies to 
higher echelons, play down or even hide their 
religious beliefs in case it jeopardizes their 
chances? 5

Church art can be 
aid to parish unity

UPLAND—Church art can 
be more than an expression 
of aesthetic values, it can 
also be a community and 
unifying force in the parish, 
according to William Henke, 
an art instructor. 


That was the message he 
brought to St. Joseph church, 
Upland, Sept. 25, as he 
conducted a workshop on

Being a good Christian de- 
pends very much on whether we 
hear God well enough to allow 
him to guide us on ‘‘the Way 
(Acts 19:23). 


“I tell you most solemnly, the 
hour will come—in fact it is here 
already—when the dead will hear 
the voice of the Son of God, and 
all who hear it will live.”” (John 
5325-4) . 

The total Christian has a hearing heart. ‘‘They too 
will listen to my voice, and there will be only one flock, 
and one shepherd.” (John 10:16) 


IN ORDER TO prepare to receive a hearing heart I 

recommend that we first spend time each day trying to 

' listen to God. But listening would be useless without a 
willingness to obey. 


Secondly, since fear seems to be a great inhibitor we 
must pick out what we fear more than anything else and 
try to yield that to God. By handing over our most 
vulnerable place of pain to God we are facing up to 
whether or not we really believe that God is good. 


SUCH AN ACT of trust will allow God’s life to flow in 
us in a richer and fuller way. ‘‘For the Father who is the 
source of life has made the Son the source of life.’’

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Revelation of God 


Countless people have 
heard his voice, felt his 
touch, met his challenge 


By Father John J. Castelot 


Obviously the Bible tells us a great deal 
about God. Strange as it may seem, it is 
necessary to point out that it does not tell us 
everything about Him. Its pages contain His 
self-revelation, but it is a revelation that is 
indirect, gradual, partial. 


His people came to know Him in their 
history, worship, in nature, but St. Paul’s 
words apply to them as well as to us: “‘Now 
we see indistinctly, as in a mirror; then we 
shall see face to face. My knowledge is 
imperfect now; then I shall know even as I 
am known’’ (1 Corinthians 13:12). 


THE SCRIPTURES often give another 
impression, as when they tell us that Moses 
spoke to God ‘“‘face to face’’ (Exodus 33:11). 
And they record long conversations between 
God and Noah and the patriarchs and the 
prophets ‘‘as one man speaks to another’’ 
(ibid). 

They know, of course, that God was not a 
man and that no human being could speak to 
Him in this fashion. These conversations are 
literary fictions composed to express the 
intimacy with God which these men enjoyed 
and also to interpret the action of divine 
providence in their lives. 


In this regard, it is interesting to trace the 
development of biblical theological lan- 
guage. The earliest strata speak of God in 
human terms picturing Him dealing directly 
with His creatures. 


Gradually this changes. God communi- 
cates with people, yes, but now through 
“‘angels’’ or dreams. His transcendence or 
“‘otherness,’’ which was realized from the 
beginning, is now finding more adequate 
expression, and continues until it reaches a 
peak in books like Ezekiel, Job, Second 
Isaiah (40-55), and Wisdom. 


IN FACT, it became practically an axiom 
as time went on that no one could see God 
and live. The great prophet Isaiah had a 
vision near the beginning of his career in 
which he saw a majestic figure enthroned in 
the temple. 


He identified the figure as the Lord, and 
his reaction was characteristic: ‘‘Woe is me, 
I am doomed! For I am a man of unclean 
lips, living among a people of unclean lips; 
yet my eyes have seen the King, the Lord of 
hosts!’’ (Isaiah 6:5). 


When we think of theology, the ‘‘science 
of God,’’ we think automatically of neat 
systems of definition, division, distinction, 
speculation. Well, that is the kind of 
theology with which we are most familiar, 
the product of great minds formed, like ours, 
by the heritage of ‘“Western,’’ Greek modes 
of thought. 


THE MEN who produced the books of the 
Bible belonged to another, quite different, 
culture. Their thought patterns were not 
Western nor Greek; they were Eastern, 
Semitic. They were not speculative, philo- 
sophical in the abstract sense of the term; 
they were practical, functional, concrete, 
picturesque. 


That is why there are so many stories in 
the Bible; they preferred the story to the 
abstract proposition. They were interested 
not so much in what something or someone 
was as in what something or someone did. 


Consequently, and perhaps strangely 
from our viewpoint, in spite of all they had to 
say about God, they never attempted to give 
us a definition of Him such as you might find 
in a modern theology manual or catechism. 


THEY DID not tell us who or what He was; 
they told us how He acted. They did not say 
that He actually was a king or a father or a 
shepherd or any of the beautiful images they 
applied to Him. They did say that in their 
experience He acted like a king, a father, a 
savior, a shepherd, a loving husband, and 
so on. 


They thought and wrote this way not only 


because these were their thought patterns, 
unsophisticated, unspeculative, but also 


because they knew deep down that God. 


could not be captured in a definition. He is 
completely “‘other,’’ a mystery. 


And their figures of speech were feeble, 
human attempts to reflect different facets of 
the mystery which He is. When the author of 
Psalm 8 contemplates the wonders of 
creation, he cannot even finish the sentence: 


‘SWHEN I BEHOLD your heavens, the 
work of your fingers, the moon and stars 
which you set in place—What is man that 
you should be mindful of him, or the son of 
man that you should care for him?’’ (4-5). 


And centuries later, St. Paul, quoting a 
series of Old Testament texts, cries out: 
““How deep are the riches and the wisdom 
and the knowledge of God! How inscrutable 
his judgments, how unsearchable his ways! 
For ‘‘who has known the mind of the Lord? 
Or who has been his counselor? Who has 
given him anything so as to deserve 
return?’’ (Romans 11:33-35). 


However, if the Scriptures make it clear 
that God is a profound mystery, they also 
make it abundantly clear that He has entered 
human history and touched human minds 
and hearts. And, in spite of the mystery, 
countless men and women have felt His 
touch, heard His voice, accepted His 
challenge. 

The Bible is a revelation of the mystery of 
God; it is also a_ thrilling record of 
humanity’s often heroic response to that 


revelation, that challenge, that invitation. -

“What we utter is God’s wisdom: a 
mysterious, a hidden wisdom. God planned 
it before all ages for our glory. None of the 
rulers of this age knew the mystery; if they 
had known it, they would never have 
crucified the Lord of glory. Of the wisdom it 
is written: “‘Eye has not seen, ear has not 
heard, nor has it so much as dawned on man 
what God has prepared for those who-love 
him.’ 

“Yet God has revealed this wisdom to us 
through the Spirit. The Spirit scrutinizes all 
matters, even the deep things of God.’’ This 
excerpt. from Paul’s First Epistle to the 
Corinthians (2:7-10a) stimulates us to ask: 
What is spirit? What is mystery? : 

THE SPIRIT that calls us to goodness is 
God. But we cannot touch Him; we cannot 
see Him. Nor can we touch the spirit that is 
the intelligent part of each of us. 


Things we can neither see nor touch nor 
understand, yet we know they exist, we call 
mystery. Spirit, God’s and our own, then, is 
mystery. And so to live with even our own 
spirit is to live constantly with mystery. 


But a unique quality of human beings is to 
search for meaning and reason to those 
things not understood. Mystery challenges 
us to reach beyond...to seek to unravel the 
complexities of life, to comprehend the 
incomprehensible. Challenge intrigues us, 
beckons us, helps us grow. It never insults 
us. Rather it recognizes our ability to 
reason. 


CENTURIES AGO, God called Abraham 
to have faith in Him when He told him to 
leave his father’s house and go to a strange 
land. And He promised that ‘“‘All the 
communities of the earth shall find blessing 
you’’ (Genesis 12:1-3). 

Asking Abraham to leave his father’s 
house and go to an unknown land was a 
bizarre request in ancient times. God’s 
promise, too, was as bizarre as His 
command. Yet, even though Abraham could 
reason none of it out, he did as God 
commanded.

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The Element of Mystery in Us 


Mian shares a small, true 
secret area with God

Many things can be a mystery to us 
because or our ignorance, and it is easy to 
say, ‘‘It’s a mystery to me!’’ We might say it 


-about a math formula, a scientific equation, 


about the immensity of the world. Still, all 
such things are not true mysteries because 
they are something knowable by man, and it 
is not too much to say that someday all the 
secrets of the world will be known by man. 


Even beyond inanimate things, there is 
much about plant and animal life that is 
wondrous and mysterious, but not true 
mystery. Are simple life and movement a 
mystery? Is animal life a mystery? 


THE CUNNING of a fox, the flight of an 
eagle, a lion on the prowl, a huge whale 
tenderly caring for its young—are these 
mysteries? We marvel at these marvelous 
things, but we don’t quite want to say that 
man will never understand them. 


It is only when we get to persons and 
especially to that element of persons that is in 
the image and likeness of God that we 
rightly approach true mystery. Still, the 
mystery element in each person is perhaps 
only a small area—a place where nobody 
else enters, a secret place where man’s spirit 
dwells. 


This small true-mystery area man shares 
with God and nobody else and, even with 
God, only by invitation. That is why the 
Scripture says of God that. he comes 
knocking at man’s door and enters only 
when the door is-opened to Him from within: 
“Behold, I stand at the door and knock; if 
any one hears my yoice and opens the door, I 
will come in to him and eat with him, and he 
with me’’ (Revelations 3:20). This is also the 
place of man’s unsatisfiable loneliness 
unless satisfied by God himself. 


TRUE MYSTERY enters human life only 
where God touches it, when the Spirit of God 
is invited into the inner chamber of man’s 
spirit. God does not interfere with man’s 
mind and will. He does not even interfere 
with man’s spirit except that as a matter of 
gift, man’s spirit is given to long for the 
presence of God. 


Once I walked down a road all afternoon 
with a man and at the end of the road, we sat 
down on a platform and continued talking till 
dark. Did I know him better at the end of the 
day. Not really, I thought. Is it always that 
way? Perhaps the real mystery that we are is 
incommunicable. 


On another level; I have walked many 
years with my wife..At first we talked. a Jot 
because there was so much to tell each other 
about ourselves. Then for a long time we 
talked less about ourselves, preoccupied 
with the ‘‘necessary”’ things of life. One day 
we stopped short and admitted to each other 
that we really didn’t know each other very 
well. 


NOW WE ARE talking more again, and 
because we have reached down in ourselves, 
we are getting to know both each other and 
God better. Still, in those areas of the spirit 
where God touches us alone and individual- 
ly, each remains considerably unknown and 
unknowable. Where there is this touch of 
true mystery we remain separated, except in 
God. 


And how does man act, how should he act, 
in the presence of the mystery of God in 
himself and in others? How should he act in 
the very presence of God Himself? What is 
man’s most appropriate reaction before the 
mystery of God when he recognizes it? 


Man’s response before true mystery is 
twofold: prayer and/or silence. The prayer is 
one of praise and thanks, spontaneous and 


Silence and Mystery 


There is need for silence, 
to reverence during the 
celebration of the Mass

When I first offered Mass over 20 years 
ago I stood at a massive marble altar with my 
back to the congregation, prayed in the Latin 
language, and occasionally turned toward 
the people. They generally remained silent. 


A few whispered the proper Latin 
responses, some privately read the Mass 
texts from small weekly or large daily 
missals, others fingered rosary beads, still 
others just knelt or sat and gazed at the 
sacred mystery being re-enacted before 
them in the sanctuary. 


I AM NOT anxious to return to those days 
of quiet liturgies and mostly silent 
worshipers. The Church’s desire for active 
participation in word, song and deed has my 
enthusiastic support. 


However, I am also not about to criticize 
severely or reject totally what was done in 
those 1940-50 years. People then did pray at 
Mass and an atmosphere of reverence, awe 
and mystery tended to prevail. 


In reforming Catholic worship, the Vatican 
Il Fathers stated: ‘‘To promote active 
participation, the people should be encour- 
aged to take part by means of acclamations, 
responses, psalms, hymns, as well as by 
actions, gestures and bodily attitudes. And 


at the proper time a reverent silence should 
be observed.’’ (Article 30). 


NOTE. THE LAST sentence: ‘‘And at the 
proper time a reverent silence should be 
observed.”’ 


Unfortunately, as so often occurs in 
human history, the pendulum swings from 
one extreme to the other. During the last 
decade liturgies, at least in the United 
States, seemed to have moved from a ‘‘silent 
Mass”’ stage to the ‘noisy Mass’’ era. 


Many planners and executers of eucharis- 
tic worship appear to have overreacted and 
become anxious to fill each second of every 
Mass with-something spoken, sung or done. 
When an interval of silence inadvertently 
develops, they grow uneasy and rush to 
remedy the situation. 


THIS CERTAINLY is not the mind of the 
Church as expressed in the Roman Missal 
produced according to the directives of the 
Second Vatican Council. 


Its General Instruction very clearly notes:

repetitious. Man. also tends to be silent 
before the mystery of God. This tco is a 
prayer, the prayer of silence. 


THE BIBLE and the liturgy are easy 
examples of the prayer of praise and thanks 
before God. The psalms are full of thanks 
and praise to the Lord, repeated again and 
again. David had encountered the mystery of 
God and was conscious of it all his life, and 
this consciousness bubbled forth repetitious- 
ly: O God, my God, how wonderful you are! 
O God, my God, how wonderful your works! 


The same with St. Paul who also had 
encountered directly the mystery of God: 
How unsearchable his judgments! How 
ineffable his ways! Praised be the God and 
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Father of our Lord Jesus Christ! 


And everyone knows how the Church 
never tires of saying: Holy, Holy, Holy! and 
Alleluia, Alleluia, Alleluia! Neither did 
David or Paul, nor the Church now, entertain 
any expectancies of exhausting the mystery ™ 
of God before which they could only repeat 
themselves in humble praise and thanks. 


THINK OF THE times in your life when 
you spontaneously broke forth in praise and 
thanks of God. They were important 
moments in your life. God was near. 


The prayer of silence is also an authentic 
and appropriate response to the mystery of 
God. People in the East know this response 
much better than we in the West.

become recollected; at the conclusion of a 
reading or the homily, each one meditates 
briefly on what he has heard; after 
communion, he praises God in his heart and 
prays.”’ 

I FIND frequently that lectors completely 
disregard this point after the first scriptural 
reading. As soon as the reader declares, 
“This is the word of the Lord,’’ he or she 
immediately takes up the responsorial 
psalm. 

At Holy Family we encourage the lector to 
recite at this point the Our Father quietly 
and then move on. It works effectively to 
slow down the celebration and to provide the 
desired period of silent reflection. 


The Mass rubrics rather clearly demon- 
strate how a silent pause fits into the 


~ opening prayer or collect. 


‘‘NEXT THE priest invites the people to 
pray, and together they spend some 
moments in silence so they may realize that 
they are in God’s presence and may make © 
their petitions. The priest then says the 
prayer which is called the opening prayer or 
collect.’ (Paragraph 32). 


Some celebrants I have observed likewise 
either omit the silent pause or so abbreviate 
the silence it has little meaning. The period 
for silent prayer and reflection should not be 
too extensive, but long enough for the 
congregation to understand what -the 
hesitation is for and to use the pause 
accordingly. 

One point is certain: proper periods of 
silence in Mass are essential for recapturing 


that sense of mystery experienced in the 
1940s and 1950s.

‘‘The model of ‘human justice’ in which ‘criminals 
are pardoned after they served their sentence and 
paid their debt to society’ became implicit in the 
practice of confession.’’ 


The new Rite of Reconciliation is designed to do 


away with the ‘‘courtroom model of confession’ 
popular since the Council of Trent in 1551. 


‘Negative experiences of confession have been 
very substantially a result of what Trent has’ left 
undone,’’ Father Tad Guzie, SJ, writes in the 
September issue of U.S. Catholic, published by the 
Claretian Fathers. 


FATHER GUZIE admits that long before Trent 
“legalism’’ began to distort the Christian idea of 
“satisfaction for sin.’’ 


The problem began in the Dark Ages when ‘‘the 


church’s ministry of forgiveness became tied up and 
confused with society’s way of dealing with 
wrongdoing,’’ Father Guzie explains. 


Church law ‘‘made up for the absence of civil law 
and became intermingled with it,’’ he writes, noting 
that sacramental penance became little different 
from the ‘‘sentences which the civil courts of that 
tough age would hand out.’’ 


THE MODEL OF ‘‘human justice’’ in which 
‘criminals are pardoned after they have served their 
sentence and paid their debt to society,’’ says Father 
Guzie, became implicit in the practice of confession. 

The ‘‘human justice model’’ runs counter to the 
‘gospel idea of God’s justice, which does not work 
on the basis of tit-for-tat,’’ states Father Guzie. 

He says many Catholics have used confession as a 
forum for straightening out violations of law even 
when there has been no sin. ‘‘! suspect most 
Catholics have confessed things: ‘just to make 
sure,’ ‘’ Father Guzie writes. 


“(PEOPLE ARE obliged to make restitution, have 
to reconcile themselves with those they have 
harmed,’’ maintains Father Guzie, ‘‘but in no sense 
is the Lord’s forgiveness earned.’’ 

The new Rite of Reconciliation ‘‘can bring about 
great change,’’ and Father Guzie believes that ‘‘the 
impact of the new rite will first be felt in the 
individual form of confession.’’ 

Father Guzie says the new form of confession: 


—is a celebration of God’s mercy, not a court of 


judgment. The new rite ‘‘suggests that people come | 


to the sacrament because they have experienced the 
mercy of God and want to proclaim it.’’ The 
encounter with the priest is horizontal rather than 
vertical in that the priest does not stand ‘‘between 
the penitent and God’’ but with the penitent. 


—fotuses on the love of God rather than on sin. As 
in the parable.of the Prodigal Son, ‘‘there are many 
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things that do not need to be analyzed or even 
verbalized in the-act of forgiveness, once there has 
been a genuine affirmation of love.’’ 


—is addressed to the disease rather than the 
symptoms. ‘The new rite avoids making penitents 
list their sins by name and number,’’ thereby taking 
into account that ‘‘sinfulness is not always the same — 
as sins.’’ The new rite ‘encourages people to bring 
their ambiguities and struggles to the sacrament, 
not just the clear wrongs they have done.’’ 


—clarifies the priest’s role in the process of 
reconciliation. The new rite makes it clear that ‘‘it is 
only the Lord who forgives sin; the priest declares 
forgiveness in the name of the Lord and his 
Church.’’ 


—is a peak moment in a total process of conver- 
sion. ‘‘Apart from an interior change of attitude, 
confession and absolution have no meaning and 
indeed no effect. People do not go to confession to 
‘get’ forgiveness. They go there to celebrate it 
sacramentally, which means that in the liturgy of 
confession they are proclaiming a process that is 
going on in their lives.’’ 

’ Priests used to preach the benefits of confession, 
he writes, by putting the cart before the horse: ‘’Go 
to confession often. It is an occasion of grace.’’ 


THE DIRECTION of the new rite is different, 
according to Father Guzie: ‘‘Respond to the grace of 
a new beginning; then, go to confession and 
celebrate it.’’ 

He tells of a priest who conducts retreats who 
discourages people from beginning their retreat with 
confession. ‘‘This is very much in the spirit of the 
new rite,’’ he-states. ‘‘Coming to judge one’s life 
according to, the love of God is not an instant 
process, and the new rite invites people to seek 
absolution for more profound reasons than ‘setting 
the record straight.’ ”’ 

He calls absolution the sealing of a deep interior 
process. ‘‘It isan embrace, a fresh embrace from the 
Lord and his Church. This is why the sign of 
absolution now includes not only words but also 
touch: the laying on of hands, which is the Church’s 
most ancient sign of healing and reconciliation.’’ 


THE JESUIT priest also considers that the 
definition of conversion in the new rite suggests a 
new way of looking at sin. 

“Sin is something that prevents people from 
seeing and arranging their lives in response to God’s 
love for them. This is much more than arranging life 
in accord with rule-keeping.’’

Bob helps children, earns school credits

Bob Hickman, 25-year-old 
student at San Diego State 
University discovered for 
himself that there are no 
frontiers to mission territory 
recently, when he approach- 
ed the diocesan Mission 
Office for help. 


Bob was seeking material 
to further his special studies 
summer project in Tijuana. 


A Christian, though not 
Catholic, Bob heads a sum- 
mer program of ‘‘Play Exper- 
ience’’ at the Casa de Cuna 
orphanage in Tijuana, in 
which students may earn 
credits in linguistics or child 
development, while introduc- 
ing children to constructive 
play and social skills. 


He believes that the pro- 
gram will be valuable in 
offsetting the effects of 
emotional deprivation and 
mental stimulation. 


“FOR MANY years well-

“But the children have 
other needs—primarily of 


program, doors were opened 
and the Tijuana program 
launched. 

The orphanage houses 
about 100 children ranging in 
age from infancy to 11 years 
old. Most come from single- 
parented homes. The facility 
is administered by the Sis- 
ters of the Sacred Heart. 
About 10 Sisters and five 
mothers usually work with 
the children. 


“BECAUSE of the amount 
of work that needs to be 
done,’’ Bob explained, ‘‘the 
staff has little time to 
organize supervised activi- 
ties or arrange field trips and 
generally bring the children 
into contact with the world 
outside. 

“These children need 
more exposure, more color, 
in their lives and more 
familiarity with a male 
image.’ His program of 
“‘structured play’ involving 
students of both sexes, aims 
to meet these needs. 


Bob Hickman came to 
California from New York in 
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1972 ‘‘searching for ident- 
ity.’’ A serious car accident, 
which he describes as “‘trau- 
matic’, resulted in a severe 
concussion at age 23 and six 
months of lonely and difficult 
self-examination. It was dur- 
ing this time that he decided 
that he would devote his life 
to working with children. 


“THERE WAS a lot of 
relating to my own needs,”’ 
he said. ‘‘And I could see 
more clearly the needs of 
children and the importance 
of a good self-image. 

“IT came to San Diego 
because I heard there was a 
good child development pro- 
gram at State and also 
because of the proximity to 
Tijuana and the opportunity 
to work with these disad- 
vantaged children.”’ 

Bob feels that with proper 
development, the ‘‘Program 
of Play Experience’’ may 
serve as a guide for similar 
programs in emerging na- 
tions throughout the world. 

“WHEN THE emotional, 
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Bob Hickman 


of these children are met,’’ 
he said, ‘‘they -can realize 
their potentialities and rise 
above the dilemmas facing 
them and eventually be able 
to break the cycle of poverty 
that encumbers them.’’

Detroit conference aims at U.S. bishops’ social justice plan

How will the Church act and react in the United 
States of tomorrow? How can the gospel message 
best be presented in this country in the next five 
years? 


Nearly 1,200 people from all walks of American 
life will gather in Detroit Oct. 21-23 at the request of 
the National Conference of Catholic Bishops (NCCB) 
to grapple with these questions and develop ‘‘A Call 
to Action’’ —a five-year social justice action plan for 
the Church. 


THE DETROIT conference is part of the ‘‘Liberty 
and Justice for All’’ program begun by the bishops 
two years ago for’ the nation’s Bicentennial. 
Delegates to the Detroit conference will vote on 
proposals presented by NCCB committees who 
analyzed 800,000 responses to a_ nationwide 
grassroots consultation. 


There are eight different areas to be covered by 
the conference. They include justice, ethnicity and 
race, family, humankind, personhood, nationhood, 
neighborhood and work. Excerpts from the: report of 
each area committee follow:. 


Justice 


The future U.S. Church, as envisioned by the 
justice committee headed by Archbishop John R. 
Quinn of Oklahoma City, will give women equality 
with men in Church leadership and administration. 


It will also have open accountability for all its 
property, assets and financial dealings as well as 
equitable salaries and fringe benefits for all 
employes with equal opportunities for_all minorities 
and due process to handle grievances against the 
institution or its leaders. 


A MAJOR proposal of the justice committee calls 
for the Church to establish a national office for 
women. 


The office would work to assure that women 
achieve equal status with men in the Church, that 
documents, catechisms and liturgical books avoid 
unnecessary sexist references, that ministries being 
performed by women be identified and, where 
appropriate, be formally authenticated and that 
women receive appropriate leadership training. 


Ethnicity and Race 


A broad-based affirmative action plan to eliminate 
racial, linguistic and ethnic discrimination in the 
Church and the country is being proposed for the 
Church by the Ethnicity and Race committee chaired 
by Bishop Rene H. Gracida of Pensacola-Talla- 
hassee, Fla., diocese. 


Specifically the committee proposes that the 
Church: * 

—bring about a just representation of racial and 
ethnic groups at a national level to implement a 
justice program: 


—evaluate all programs ty policies at the

Church leaders are also asked to clarify the status 
of divorced and remarried Catholics and to provide 
pastoral guidelines for the reception of the Eucharist 
by them. 


Finally, the committee urged that the bishops of 
the U.S. ‘‘make a public statement that the 
American law of excommunication (Third Council of 
Baltimore 1884) not found in the 1917 Code of Canon 
Law for the Universal Church, is not applicable to 
Catholics in irregular second marriages.’ 


Humankind 


To develop a five-year social justice plan for the 
U.S. Church, the committée on humankind, chaired 
by Bishop James W. Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, 
proposes that the NCCB: 


—have a full network of diocesan or state peace 
and justice offices working with the United States 
Catholic Conference (USCC) peace and justice 
office; 


—establish a professionally staffed uscc office at 
UN headquarters in New York; 


—focus more strongly on educating American 
Catholics to’ the demands of global justice; 


—continue examining the moral dimensions of 
U.S. government policy and the impact of 
multinational corporations on developing nations, 
and draw more public attention to the moral issues 


‘U.S. Catholics should engage in a deliberate 
program of action to improve the quality of political 


‘life and public policy in the nation.’’ 


committee 


diocesan and local level to eliminate discriminatory 
practices and counteract the effects of past 
discrimination; 

—make every effort to combat discrimination and 
promote justice in investments, budget preparation 
and the allocation of human and financial resources. 


Another proposal asks the NCCB to take 
“immediate action to secure more representative 
membership in the hierarchy of ethnic, racial and 
cultural. groups and to establish multilingual, 
multicultural seminary training. 


Family 


One of the areas of concern noted most frequently 
in the bishops’ Bicentennial grassroots consultation 
was the family, according to the committee headed 
by Bishop Thomas Grady of Orlando, Fla. 

The committee calls for the bishops to establish a 
permanent committee on marriage and family life 
and a pledge by the whole Church to combat those 
contemporary social, economic and cultural forces 
which threaten all families. 


ANOTHER PROPOSAL calls for the Church to 
make intensive efforts to extend pastoral care to 
separated, divorced and remarried Catholics and to 
reconcile them within the community of faith. 


In a strongly worded proposal, the committee calls 
for ‘‘an immediate end to punitive action against - 
such Catholics’’ by ‘‘purging’’ local communities of 
negative and accusatory attitudes towards them. 


—nationhood 


involved in the use of U.S. political and economic 
and corporate power abroad; 


—continue to focus strongly on world hunger and 
make Operation Rice Bowl an annual American 
program; 

—combat the proliferation of armaments, 
particularly nuclear weapons; 


—and promote justice through reconciliation and 
development assistance as an alternative to arms 
production. 


Personhood 


American Catholics will have a bill of Behe if 
proposals by the personhood committee, chaired by 
Bishop Bernard Law of Springfield-Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., diocese are accepted. 


But the committee was the only one of the eight 
writing committees so divided over the issues it 
faced that ‘‘it failed to reach a concensus.on action 
recommendations,’’ according to Bishop Law. - 

THE MOST divisive issue ‘was that of Church 
teaching on artificial methods of birth control. The 
committee offered two proposals. 

One called for the bishops to clarify the relation 
between the Church teaching on birth control and 
the concept of responsible parenthood and the 
formation of personal conscience. 

An alternative proposal said the Church should 
modify its present pastoral leadership to affirm more 


clearly ‘‘the right and responsibility of married 
people to form their consciences concerning what 
are for them morally appropriate methods of birth 
control and whether or not to use them.’’ 


Nationhood 


Among the proposals of the nationhood committee 
chaired by Archbishop Ignatius Strecker of Kansas 
City, Kan., are those asking the NCCB to: 


—initiate educational programs to help Catholics 
become more aware of the relationship between 
political responsibility and the traditions and 
experiences of Catholic people themselves; 


—lend moral support to the many Catholic groups 
and interreligious groups that challenge national 
actions on issues of peace, hunger and human 
rights; 

—promote research to explore the great disparity 
of wealth in the country today; 


—encourage citizen activity to hold media 
responsible for the moral and aesthetic quality of 
their programming, 


Neighborhood 


The neighborhood church will become more 
involved in local community affairs and the 
development of strong neighborhoods if proposals of 
the neighborhood committee of Bishop Francis 
Mugavero of Brooklyn are accepted. 


According to the committee there is an urgent 
need to remake the social fabric and concretely apply 
the Church’s social teaching at the level of the 
street. Recommended are: 


—parish liturgies and ecumenical prayer services 
focusing on neighborhood concerns and issues; 


—opening parish facilities and resources to 
neighborhood action groups and lending financial 
support to such groups; 


—establishing diocesan community affairs offices 
to provide resources and training for neighborhood 
leadership; 


Work 


The Church should be committed to full 
employment with adequate income, unionization of 
workers, equal opportunity in all fields and amnesty 
for illegal aliens according to the work committee 
headed by Bishop Joseph Donnelly, auxiliary of 
Hartford, Conn. Proposals ask that the Church: 

—work for legislation to assure equal employment 
and promotion opportunities for minorities, women, 
the handicapped and the aged; 

—establish an office at USCC to set goals and 
timetables to achieve equal employment opportunity 
in Church agencies; 


—to recognize the right of employes to form 


unions in Catholic institutions and encourage and. 


assist all workers who unionize and urge legislation 
encouraging unionization; 


—develop a theology of work; 


—continue to support amnesty for illegal aliens of 
long standing; 

—pay particular attention to the long-standing 
plight of agricultural workers; 


—make new efforts at labor

Church won’t back candidates 


NEW YORK—Cardinal Terence Cooke, 
chairman of the U.S. bishops’ pro-life affairs 
committee, said that when the Church 
speaks out in an election year, that does not 
mean that it is endorsing political candid- 
ates. “‘It is true,”’ the cardinal said, ‘‘that 
the Church does not favor one party over 
another. But the Church is not neutral with 
regard to basic human rights, especially the 
unborn child’s right to life.’’ 


Cambodian bp. believed dead 


ROME—Bishop Joseph Salas may have 
been among an estimated 600,000 to a 
million people killed after the communist 
takeover of Cambodia, said Cambodian 
President Khieu Samphan in an interview in 
Famiglia Cristiana, the Italian Catholic 
weekly. President Samphan insisted the 
communists were not responsible for all of 
the estimated death figure and held that in 
his country today freedom of religion is 
granted and all faiths are respected. Bishop 
Salas has not been heard from since April, 
‘1975. 


Congress favors ‘right to eat’ 


WASHINGTON—The House and Senate 
passed. separate versions of a resolution 
supporting “‘the right of every person in this 
country and throughout the world to food 
and a nutritionally adequate diet.’’ The 
resolution was initiated by Bread for the 
World, an ecumenical citizens’ lobby 
strongly supported by the United States 


Catholic Conference. The resolution does not 
commit Congress to any particular action but 
indicates legislators’ growing concern for 
the issue of world hunger, observers say. 


‘Russia Christianity’s volcano’ 

MARSEILLES, France — Archbishop 
Roger Etchegaray, president of the French 
Bishops’ Conference, returned from a recent 
trip to Russia convinced that the country is 
“‘Christianity’s biggest volcano’. He said: 


““No one could imagine the fullness and 


intensity of the religious life in the Soviet 
Union. The gospels are copied by hand, 
snatched away from tourists and bought on 
the black market.”’ 


Bishop asks black liturgy 


HOUSTON—Speaking here, the nation’s 
newest black bishop, Auxiliary Bishop 
Joseph Francis of Newark, endorsed 
development of a “‘black liturgy’’ saying the 
Church must include black hopes, desires 
and concepts of God in its prayers and 
rituals. ‘‘The Church as an institution has 
been insensitive to black needs, and we feel 
we belong to the Catholic Church,’’ he said.

Father Lawrence Purcell, 


rector of the diocesan St. 


Francis Seminary. There are 
fewer men entering St. 
Francis as freshmen and 
more entering after one or 
two years in college or a 
junior college, he said. 


“BUT THE idea of older 
seminarians as a trend is 
neither good nor bad,’’ 
Father Purcell feels. 


“God calls each priest to 
his vocation individually, and 
when a man enters. the 
seminary depends on God’s 
call. The fact that many are 
waiting until they have had 
one or two years of college 
before entering is merely a 
phenomenon of the times.’’ 


Because his is a “‘late’’ 
vocation, McNamara feels he 
is more sure of his call than 
younger men may be. “‘First 
at the University of Washing- 
ton and then at USD law 
school,’’ he explains, ‘‘I got 
a lot of growing up out of the 


way. 


FOR HIM, the decision to 
study for the priesthood was 
a long, slow process. Raised 
in the Episcopal Church, 
McNamara recalls that he

and college.’’ 


And it was easy to keep 
“drifting,’’ he said. ‘‘The 
measure of college masculin- 
ity was taken on ‘sex, 
drinking and drugs,?’ he 
remembers. 

“But then I began feeling 
the need for Christ in my life. 
As I matured more both 
mentally and spiritually, I 
really began to notice the 
deterioration of the morality 
of my generation. 


“WHEN I came to USD, I 
noticed much the same 
thing, but the Catholic at- 
mosphere really had an 
impact on me. I continued 
growing spiritually and the 
material world—the thought 
of being a well-paid lawyer— 
became less and less impor- 


tant,’’ he said. 


He converted to Catholic- 
ism, and on a part-time basis 
worked for the diocese at the 
Padre Hidalgo Center, the 
education department and 


for Assistant Chancellor Fa- 


ther John Quinn, who was a 
practicing lawyer before or- 
dination to the priesthood. 


“‘Again,:’ McNamara said, 
“I. felt the impact of the 
Catholic environment, and 
finally I approached Father 
Dolan about entering the 
seminary.”’ 


After graduation from law 
school, he entered St. Fran- 
cis for the mandatory mini- 
mum of one year before any 
candidate for the priesthood 
is allowed to go on to a major 
seminary for his four years of 
theology training. 


BUT DOES the thought of 
giving up a career as a 
lawyer bother him at all? 


““No,’’ McNamara asserts. 
“And that is where the 
beauty of a ‘late’ vocation 
comes in. I have a much 
clearer vision of what I want 
to do with my life at 26 than I 
had at 22. 


“I would like to be both 
priest and lawyer. But if I 
must make a choice between 
the two, I know that I would 
rather be a good priest,’’ he 
said.
